M® ALLEN McREYNOLDS of the 
State Survey Commission says: 
‘We have lifted Missouri out of the 
physical mud by building good roads ; 
now it’s time to lift her out of the 
intellectual mud by providing good 
schools. ’’ 





T MIGHT ALSO be said: High- 

ways for joy riding are no more 
essential to a state’s welfare than are 
highways for intellectual travel; ways 
to market are no more necessary than 
are ways to the comprehension of the 
market; and roads which lead to 
places are not more important than 
roads which lead to graces. 





CCORDING TO FIGURES from 

the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, the average county of a middle 
western state loses 200 young men and 
women each year to the cities. Secre- 
tary Crabtree points out that these 
have been educated by the rural dis- 
tricts at a total cost of $800,000 per 
county. Which fact has a bearing on 
the question: ‘‘Is it right that these 
centers of wealth and population 
should help carry the burden of edu- 
cation in the rural communities?’’ 





HILE SOME OF OUR solons are 

scared from one fit into fifty over 
‘the mounting costs of education’’ 
and the ‘‘palatial buildings that we 
are erecting in which to educate the 
youth of the country,’’ who ever saw 
a man blanched with fright over the 





mounting costs of the picture show. 
It seems that a nation is able to sup- 
port education when it voluntarily 
spends more than a billion dollars an- 
nually for the theater and that it can 
afford fairly good school houses so 
long as it can support theater build- 
ings such as the one recently erected | 
in Chicago at a cost of twenty mil- 
lions. As for Missouri, we rank much 
higher in our patronage of the movie 
than we do in our support of educa- 
tion. Our esteemed contemporary 
who is alarmed at the speed with 
which we are spending for schools is 
certainly not watching the traffic. He 
is simply dreaming of the ox-cart on 
the by-ways of yesterday. The danger 
to the ox-cart on a modern highway is 
certainly not in its excessive speed. 
— D. BOYNTON, Superin- 
tendent of schools of Ithaca, New 
York and past President of the Su- 
perintendent’s Division of the N. E. 
A. sends out a ‘‘release’’ 
under the head of ‘‘Old 
Fire Horses.’’ In his happy 
way he sketches the story of the old 
horse which after years of service on 
the fire wagon was relegated to the 
milk cart. He applies the story and 
the appellation ‘‘Old Fire Horses’’ to 
the teacher who is no longer capable 
of functioning as a teacher. He tells 
how Ithaca is treating these teachers 
who retire from her school system. In 
New York, the state pays a very lib- 
eral retirement allowance to such 
teachers. The Board of Education at 


OLD FIRE 
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Ithaca, feeling that the older teachers 
who went through the period when 
teaching was altogether a financial 
sacrifice, has supplemented this allow- 
ance by an amount sufficient to make 
the total equal the salary of the teach- 
er at the time of retirement. Thus the 
Ithaca teacher retires without having 
to reduce her standard of living. 

Well that’s a good story but it is 
really too far ahead of us out here in 
Missouri to be useful. Missouri does 
not even give her retired teachers a 
milk eart job. She just unhitches the 
old educational fire horse and turns 
him out on the paved streets. We un- 
derstand that they used to do that in 
the State of New York, too. It really 
seems strange that there would be 
such a difference in the way that New 
Yorkers and Missourians treat school 
teachers. I wonder if the people of the 
Empire State are just naturally kind- 
er and more appreciative of the work 
of the educational fire horse, or if the 
e. f. h. had anything to do with it. 


PROFESSOR T. BERRY SMITH, 
who thinks he is the oldest living 
member of the M. S. T. A. 

In a recent note to Secretary E. M. 
Carter, Professor T. Berry Smith ex- 
pressed the belief that he was the old- 
est living member of the M. 8S. T. A., 
having joined first in 1873, or fifty- 
six years ago. He has been a member 
ever since. Professor Smith has at- 
tended school in a house with split 
log benches and a puncheon floor. For 
more than half a century he has been 
a teacher in the classrooms of col- 
leges, and in his daily life. He is a 
poet and as such life has had meaning. 
One of his poems reflects the spirit of 
the true teacher. It is retrospective 
but we venture that had he expressed 
his prospective view 56 years ago it

would have been as full of optimism 
as this is of satisfaction:

It has been frequently said that 
most of us know conditions well 
enough without the survey, yet from 
press reports and expressions made 
in public by members of the Commis- 
sion and Staff it is beginning to ap- 
pear that even the best informed did 
not have in mind anything like a 
complete picture of the conditions in 
the State as a whole such as the sur- 
vey is revealing. What the Commis- 


sion will recommend, of course, will 
not be known until the full commission 
considers all the data and views it in 
the light of the State’s ability. Even 
then, we must depend upon the Gov- 
ernor and the Legislature for what 
will eventuate from the findings for 
the good of the State. The fact that the 
Commission was desired by the Gov- 
ernor and authorized by the Legis- 
lature insures, it would seem, the sin- 
cerest and most favorable considera- 
tion of the report. The method by 
which the commission was chosen, its 
personnel of men able, public spirited 
and well known, heartens one to believe 
that the public will accept the recom- 
mendations and encourage the Legis- 
lature to embody them into law.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CON- 
STITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE 
MISSOURI STATE TEACHERS 


ASSOCIATION. 
To be Voted on by Assembly of Delegates 
at St. Louis Convention 
November 13-16, 1929. 


Amend Section II, Article XI—Dues, by in- 
serting after the words “the Central Missouri 
Teachers College District, including all counties 
in said district, except Maries, Camden, Phelps. 
Pulaski,” the words “and Osage,” and by add- 
ing after the words “and the South-Central 
Missouri District including the counties of 
Maries, Phelps, Pulaski, Gasconade, Franklin. 
Camden, Crawford, Dent,” the words “and 
Osage,” so that when so amended Section II, 
Article XI—Dues, will read as follows: 

Section 2. Membership dues shall be paid 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Community 
Associations, or to the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the State Association. The Community As- 
sociations shall receive from the State Associa- 
tion 10 per cent of the dues paid by their mem- 
bers within 30 days after adjournment of an- 
nual meeting of State Association. The Dis- 
trict Association or Divisions receiving funds 
from the State Association shall receive from 
the State Association 25 per cent, of all dues 
paid by the memberships in their districts. 
These districts are the Northeast Missouri 
Teachers College District; the Central Missouri 
Teachers College District, including all counties 
in said District except Maries, Camden, Phelp 
Pulaski and Osage; the Southeast Missouri 
Teachers College District, including all coun- 
ties in said District except Gasconade, Frank- 
lin, Crawford, and Dent; the Southwest Mis- 
souri Teachers College District; the Northwest 
Missouri Teachers College District; the City 
of St. Louis; the City of Kansas City; the City 
of St. Joseph; and the South-Central Missouri 
District, including the counties of Maries, 
Phelps, Pulaski, Gasconade, Franklin, Camden. 
Crawford, Dent, and Osage. The 65% shall 
be held by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
State Association for the purpose of this

‘‘The world’s a very happy place,

O THE PUPILS in your schools sing?

In group singing, then, pupils should sing 
softly. Children’s voices are high—the 
song should be pitched accordingly. Time 
should be watched carefully that the song 
does not drag. No melody in the world is 
more beautiful than a song correctly sung, 
softly and sweetly by children’s voices. 
Songs given to children should be care- 
fully chosen. Standards which may be 
used in the choice of songs are here given. 
1. Is the text good poetry? 
2. Is its meaning suitable for children?

3. Is the thought-content worthy a 
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place in the impressionable mind of 
a child? 

4. Is the melody 

pleasing? 

5. Is the rhythm marked? 

A county chorus of school children is a 
rather recent movement which has met 
with great success in many of our states. 
Among the outstanding personalities in 
this field is C. A. Fullerton, State Teach- 
ers College of Cedar Falls, Iowa. Sever- 
al county superintendents in our own state 
have attempted something of a like na- 
ture. 

Would it not be feasible for each coun- 
ty in the state of Missouri to encourage 
singing in the rural schools by sponsoring 
a County Rural School Chorus? 

A suggested plan is here given. 

The following songs selected from 
‘Memory Songs,’’ State Courses of Study 
for Elementary Schools, pp. 254-266, 
should be taught to all pupils in a county. 
Eight songs are chosen—one for each 
month. Surely that can be accomplished. 
If the teacher does not sing, the Vic- 
trola may be used, or there is always a 
pupil in school who can lead in the sing-

These selections offer many possibilities 
for teaching correlations. For example, 
many teachers during the autumn season 
teach Indian life and customs in history, 
reading or geography. (See Courses of 
Study, pp. 35, 191, 192, 297, 304, and 
others. ) 

This would be an excellent time for 
teaching By the Waters of Minnetonka 
by Lieurance, a typical Indian love song. 

The composition is based on an old In- 
dian melody, which Mr. Lieurance has 
used as a musical setting for a legend of 
two lovers. An Indian law prevented in- 
termarriage between the Sun tribe and 
Moon tribe of Indians because they were 
hostile. In order tq escape this law the 
two lovers, the one from the Sun tribe 
and the other from the Moon tribe, 
drowned themselves in the waters of Lake 
Minnetonka. 

The words of the song represents the 
serenade of the Indian lover. 

Moon deer, how near your soul divine, 

Sun deer, no fear in heart of mine, 

Skies blue o’er you, look down in love; 

Waves bright give light as on they 

move. 
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Hear thou my vow to live, to die, 

Moon deer, thee near 

Beneath this sky.

At this time other Indian legends and 
stories may be taught. The pictures 
**Taos Indian Roasting Corn’’ by Couse,

Amaryllis and Minuet in G offer splen- 
did opportunity for developing a sense of 
rhythm. 

The composer of Amaryllis is unknown 
although it is usually attributed to Henry 
Thys. It is an old French Rondo, a 
dance which developed from the old cus- 
tom of singing rounds. The Rondo is so 
named because of the frequent recurrence 
of the original theme which must also 
end the composition. (Have pupils watch 
for this.) 

It has been said that in no other coun- 
try has the formal melodie beauty of the 
folk musie been carried to such perfection 
as in France. Amaryllis is an example of 
the ‘‘definitely conscious art.’’ It was 
written before the time of Louis XIII and 
was played at the wedding of Margaret 
of Lorraine and the Due de Joyeuse in 
1581. Through the musie one can almost 
sense the powdered wigs, the elaborate 
gowns, and the dainty steps of the ladies 
as they danced this stately dance at some 
court function.

Kansas City, Mo. Votes $5,000,000 For School 
Buildings. 

On October 19 a proposal of the Board of 
Education of Kansas City to issue $5,000,000 
in School Bonds for new buildings, sites, 
grounds, remodeling, school additions, etc., wn- 
der direction of the Board of Education was 
ratified by an eight to one vote. 42,714 per- 
sons voted Yes, and 5,206 persons voted no. 
The proportion was, therefore, eight to one 
for the bonds. This is the largest number of 
votes ever cast on any bond issue in Kansas 
City and the largest affirmative vote numeri- 
cally ever cast in any Kansas City School Bond 
election. 

The Bonds are not all to be issued at once 
but as the improvements or new buildings are 
needed. The enrollment in the Kansas City 
schools has increased 17,939 pupils in the ten 
years last past, or at the rate of 1,793 pupils 
per year. Kansas City now has a school plant 
the cost of which is in round numbers $28,000,- 
000. The $5,000,000 fund is intended to pro- 
vide for some present needs and furnish funds 
to meet.the needs of prohable growth of 
school population in Kansas City during the 
next five years.

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NO LONGER A “BUREAU OF EDUCA- 
TION” 


That agency of Government heretofore 
most often spoken of as “the Bureau of Ed- 
ucation,” which is a part of the Department 
of the Interior, will in the future be officially 
designated as “the Office of Education.” 


An annourcement to this effect was made 
by Secretary Wilbur today. The change was 
made upon the recommendation of Dr. Wil- 
liam John Cooper, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. 


There are two reasons for the change. The 
first is the fact that the legislation which cre- 
ated this branch of Government styled it the 
Office of Education. The second is a feelin: 
that “Office” more accurately indicates the na- 
ture of its work than does “Bureau.” The 
latter term is held to be properly associated 
with administration while the former bette. 
fits an agency whose purpose is research. 


In serving the purpose for which it was es- 
tablished, it is held, the Office of Education 
is a research and not an administrative agen- 
cy. It should, as far as possible, divest it- 
self of its administrative functions and give 
itself increasingly to the compilation of in- 
formation and to studies of the problems in 
education.
